20  months  in  Paris,  where  he 
preached  at  Notre  Dame,  Sacre 
Coeur,  and  La  Madeleine.

Europe. 

Father  Grady  holds  the  Bronze

Graduates  of  the  one-year 
course,  which  combines  flying,  aca- 
demic and  military  training,  receive 
Reserve  commissions  as  second  lieu- 
tenants and  are  assigned  as  rated 
pilots  to  active  duty  with  the  Air 
Force. 

Regular  Commission  Possible 
Outstanding  graduates  receive 
Regular  commissions.  The  others, 
who  receive  Reserve  commissions, 
have  opportunity  to  compete  for 
Regular  commissions  during  their 
three-year  tour  of  active  duty. 

To  be  eligible  for  any  of  the  pro- 
grams, men  must  be  single  citizens 
between  the  ages  of  20  and 
They  must  have  completed  two 
years  or  more  of  college  and  meet 
high  physical  and  moral  qualifica- 
tions, 

Wash-Outs  Freed 
Tho  Aviation  Cadet  Navigator 
Training  Program  trains  young 
men  in  the  latest  methods  of  radar 
navigation  for  duty  on  the  new 
long-range  bombers  and  air  trans- 
ports. Graduates  of  tho  one-year 
course,  which  includes  184  hours 
of  Instruction  In  "flying  class- 
rooms," receive  commissions  as  sec- 
ond lieutenants,  with  aeronautical 
rating  as  navigator.  Opportunities 
for  Regular  commissions  arc  the 
same  as  for  Aviation  Cadets  taking 
pilot  training. 

Students  who  for  any  reason  fall 
to  complete  any  of  the  Air  Force 
officer  training  programs  are  re- 
turned to  civilian  life.

Citizens? 

Samuel  N.  Stevens,  president  of 
Orlnnell  College,  recently  urged 
educotora  to  develop  In  their  bIu- 
dents  "a  heightened  critical  Judg- 
ment 08  to  Iho  direction  In  which 
social  cbongo  moves."  In  the  course 
of  Ills  remarks,  he  added,  "in  the 
face  of  natfonal  nnancial  disaster, 
our  politicians  gUhly  talk  of  a wel- 
fare stale.  In  an  era  when  dlscl- 
pllno  with  responsibility  on  the  part 
of  cltlzona  Is  one  of  Iho  greater 
needs,  wo  seo  developing  on  every 
hand  a cult  of  Irresponsibility, 
with  a dangerous  willingness  on  the 
part  of  many  men  and  women  to 
pass  their  duly  on  to  others,  who, 
for  purposes  of  power,  are  willing 
to  assume  It." 

Every  American  college  student 
should  take  note  of  these  timely 
words.  As  election  after  election 
proves,  most  Americans  arc  willing 
to  stand  and  watch  their  govern- 
ment assume  more  and  more  of 
their  own  responsibility  as  citizens. 
These  tendencies  are  subversive  of 
the  csscntlol  postulates  of  our  so- 
cial organism. 

Free  enterprise  and  personal  re- 
spoDsIbllUy  cannot  coexist  with  a 
BUbatanllnl  dependency  on  the  state 
for  subslatenco.  He  who  provides 
the  mcoDS  of  existence  can  also 
remove  those  mcana.  ConseQuently. 
the  citizen  becomes  a slave  to  and 
exists  for  Iho  slotc.  This  situation

is  far  removed  from  the  original 
concept  of  American  democracy,  but 
we  are  well  on  the  road  to  a re- 
versal of  public  attitude — a re- 
versal which  might  eventually  mean 
the  practical  abrogation  of  private 
and  civic  rights. 

The  welfare  state,  paternalism 
and  elate  control  are  insidious  tools 
which  can  undermine  the  sources 
of  our  freedom  and  our  power.  Few 
current  problems  demand  more  at- 
tention. 

The  college  student  of  today  must 
strive  to  provide  strong  leadership 
In  civic  aHairs.  The  power  of  hla 
opinion  Is  great,  but  unexerted.  His 
Intellectual  equipment  must  be 
used  with  unwavering  conviction  to 
preserve  the  true  concepts  of  gov- 
ernment despite  the  specious  utopia 
of  a spineless  and  dependent  citizen- 
ship. 

Politeness 

Politeness  Is  universally  recog- 
nized as  a virtue  which  should  he 
present  in  the  Whole  Man.  hut 
some  Loyola  students  are  appar- 
ently deficient  In  this  respect.  Why 
not  wait  until  the  conclusion  of 
First  Friday  devotions  before 
rushing  to  the  cafeteria?  It  is 
evident  that  If  politeness  is  desir- 
able at  any  time.  It  certainly 
should  be  manlteatcd  at  religious 
services.  Ten  minutes  longer  at 
Benediction  won’t  hurt  anyone 
physically — or  spiritually.
